“It tilted forward, pushed me from 
behind, and the left wing was shed 
ding its remains to the winds.

Washington. Nearly 2,500,000 
for­ 
eigners have asked for citizenship dur­ 
ing tin* first eight and three-quarter 
years of federal supervision of the 
naturalization law. according to a state­ 
ment issued by the bureau of natural­ 
ization of the department of labor. 
Nearly 1,750'0<jo of these have declared 
their intention Or taken out their tlrst 
papers. 
Something bver 750,000 have 
asked for final papers, and of these 
about 650,000 have been admitted to 
citizenship. 
During the same period 
upward of 85,000 foreigners have been 
refused permission t<> citizenship, over 
one-half of these because of mental 
and moral unfitness. 
While the foregoing figures Indicate 
a large number coming forward for 
eitizeuship, says the bureau, the num­ 
ber does not appear relatively very 
largo when it is known that In 1910 
there were nearly 1 1,000,000 foreigners! 
in this country, that of tlds number 
9,000,onO were not citizens ami that 
the foreign body has been increased 
nearly 1,000,000 annually since then. 
By far the larger portion of the for­ 
eign residents have retained their nl- 
iegiance t<> the sovereignty of their 
birth, and. as it appears, many of these 
are ready to respond to the call of 
tbes<* sovereignties. 
Many have gone 
back who had declared their intention.

Judges of the naturalization courts 
have held that such absence from this 
country In the armies and fighting 
under their native allegiance broke 
the continuity of residence for natural­ 
ization purposes and denied their ap­ 
plications. 
Among the approximately 14,000,000 
foreign alien residents. 1,650,361 a n 
classed as illiterate. 
These are th e 
natural prey of the designing and 
scheming foreigners and natives as 
well at every turn. They compel them 
to pay tribute, both In cash and blood, 
for every service, lioth real and imag 
ined, and in the gratification of their 
desires, however unscrupulous or un 
natural. 
For years this condition has 
been studied by the bureau of natural­ 
ization in its application to the ad­ 
ministra tlon of law. It is safe to say 
that, although 85,000 foreigners have 
been refused citizenship because of 
mental and moral unfitness, at least 
that many have been admitted in spite 
of these deficiencies during the period 
of federal supervision. 
The courts 
have been reluctant to refuse citizen 
ship to a candidate even though he 
be ignorant of our institutions or of 
the privileges conferred upon him 
Especially Is this so where there are 
no facilities offered by the cities 
and towns where the petitioners livs 
for overcoming these defects. In many 
places the public schools have, under 
the Inspiration of the bureau, opened 
their doors to the foreigner and taught 
him the duties of citizenship, and In 
these places the courts have refused 
citizenship unless the candidates could 
come up to the higher standard brought 
about by federal supervision. 
These 
have been tried with success. 
During the last year over 335,000 for­ 
eigners declared their Intention and pe­ 
titioned for naturalization. This is the 
high water mark since federal supervi­ 
sion. 
The federal census shows that 
the foreign population is many times 
greater than the number who come for­ 
ward for citizenship. 
In many states 
the proportion of candidates for citi­ 
zenship is at the lowest ebb. 
In no 
state does it exceed 50 per cent, while 
in some states it is as low as 2 per cent 
This is true of the number of forcein 
ers who take out their first papers unf 
those who become citizens.

the czarina and her imperial daughters 
work every day from 9 n. m. until 2 
p. m. accommodates 200 soldiers and 
thirty officers and has a well arranged 
operating theater, a commodious sur­ 
gical dressing ward, well equipped X 
ray research and laboratory. 
“At the head of the staff is Princess 
Gedroye, a woman of strong character, 
who, with the help of two male doc­ 
tors and several sisters, including the 
imperial nurses, carries on her arduous 
task with energy and devotion. 
The 
czarina and her daughters obey Prin­ 
cess Gedroye like the other sisters, and 
Indeed she does not make any differ­ 
ence between them, her sole endeavor 
being the alleviation of human suffer 
ing. 
During operations Princess Ge 
droyc gives orders to the czarina, who 
as her assistant hands her the neces 
sary instruments.”.

According to private reports,” says 
a news agency, “the Meteor, a convert­ 
ed merchant steamer, succeeded in 
breaking through the lines of British 
patrol ships and traveling to the Ork­ 
ney islands, 550 miles from her base. 
She laid a large number of mines and 
destroyed British merchant ships. 
Finally she encountered the British 
cruiser Ramsey, which she sank after 
a splendid maneuver. 
The captain of 
the Meteor, whose crew consisted of 
about twenty-five men, saved and cap­ 
tured forty-three men from the Ram­ 
sey. About sixty others were drowned. 
“British battle cruisers, notified by 
wireless, pursued the Meteor. After tho 
Meteor had burned the Danish mer­ 
chantman Jason, with a contraband 
cargo aboard, the little German era ft, 
fncing four British cruisers, stopped a 
Norwegian steamer, transferred the 
captured British contraband crew and 
nlso put the Danish sailors on board. 
This boat escaped from her pursuers 
with the captured Englishmen. 
The 
Meteor was sunk by exploding her 
mines.”
